THE SIEGE OF PARIS, 


Anmother Reason Why the Bombard- 
ment is Delayed. 

VERsAILLes, Dec. i4.—The delay in the 
bombardment of Paris is caused partly by a 
quarrel between Generals Blumenthal and 
Von Roov.

**‘Dop—I am well, but we are in affliction, 
and | Jong for you that we may comfort one 
anotber. Thereisa letter to Dod at the 
postotlice, New York. MA.”’ 

it was contit ued for nearly six months, ex- 
citing universal curiosity and commeast, It 
was ioliowed by a second, as follows: 

“METHLIC~I bave been seriously il); get- 
ting bciter, but vem, weak. Come if you 
possibly can immediat ely, for you are more 
needed than you can think. MA.”’ 

These advertisements, it is now ascertain- 
ed, were inserted in order, if possible, to find 
the Earl of Aberdees, a young man who left 
his wealth, title and honors, in 1366, when 
‘but twenty-five years of age, to foliow the sea 
as a common sailors. ee Aberdeen 
is Ope of the oldest Scotch titles originatiug in 
the seventeenth century. The first Earl was 
Lord High Chancellor of Scotland. ‘The 
father of the young man was at the head of 
the famous Aberdeen mioistry during the 
Crimeen war. He was invested with 
the rizht to a seat in tie House of 
Lordr, under the title of Viscount Gordon of 
Abeideen, by royal decree, in 1814. Tae 
estate is estimated to yield,an income of 
£40,(00 yer annum. Tse young Earl cime 
to this country and shipped as a common 
sailor on trading vessels on the Atlantic 
covst. February 6, 1867, be was made a mate 
by certificate from tbe American Shipmastera’ 
Association, under the name of George Henry 
F. Osborne. On the 27thgot November, 1868, 
he was granted a master’s certificate, and was 
in command of the schooner Walter, of Rich- 
mond, Maine. In January, 1870, be shipped 
a8 mate op the three-masted schooner Hebra, 
beund from Boston to Melbourne, Australia, 
and thence to China. On the 6th day out he 
was warhed overboard and drowned. During 
the first two years of his absence he remained 
in corres pondenee with bis relatives, bat kept 
his employment a secret, 

A litde more than two yesers ago his next 
younger brother and heir presumptive died. 
He then ceased writing home. This fact ex- 
plains the *‘Dod”’ adveriisement—that being 
bis pet name.

and lees important questions presented, leaving 
unc ecided the graver Ones direcily affecting the 
constitational validity of the charter.

local objects and purposes, delegate the taxing 
power to the authoriiies of counties or other 
municipal subdivisions of the State, the power of 
imposing the burden of taxation, whether exer- 
cised in the one way or the other, Its still limited 
by the two tmportant conservative princioles of 
security against its own perversioa or abuse, and 
equality, as faras practicaole, in the tmposition

Bm 
we capnot regerd thi’, 1p a constitutional sense, 
asa c mmeusurable and adequate com pe. sation 
to the whole people of that county. as a local 
community, for the mp upon thelr prop- 
erty of toe proposed tax ). 

The Increased odvantetes fortraveling by wa- 
ter, resulting from the improvement ef the river 
forming ove of the lines of that county, which ts 
rendered joaccessible for ordinary purpesss, ex- 
cept at afew pointe, by the natural cliffs aud 
banks of the river, can not, we think, In any 
proper sense, be considered as equivaient to the 
ordipary facilities of traveling by convenient 

oads, rep ering all paris of a county accessible 
to the people ia their own chosen modes of con- 
vevapce for the purposes of pleasure, or religious 
\oreh'p, or public or private business. 

Navigable rivers, lt Is irne, are aspecies of 
public highway, and oftenof great value to the 
public, both as thoroughfseres of travel and chan- 
nels for commerce: and tn these, we admit thetr 
analcgy, in some rrspecits, to railroads. But 
ihat asalogy rather exists wiih reference to cer- 
tain objccia of general commercial  in- 
turest, thup the pecullar local benef s which, 
in this and other States, bave been recoegniz:4 
as cons’ ituting the true basis of municipal taxa- 
'fonin aid of ratiroad corperations. Tha navi- 
gaiion of the Ohio river is of tmmense public 
Importance, and, no doubt, of great incidental 
advantege to thé inhabitents of every ceunty of 
this State bordering upon ii; bu. a proposition io 
improve foe preseut facili ies for naviga‘ing that 
river by local taxation on the people of those 
counties, could bot. we presume, be parlops sly 

considered wy erent or juet. Most obvi- 
outs sueb an 1m t would be too general 
and cuaemaahonatea In its beneficial results to ad- 
mit of t's accompli-bment at the expense of the 
particular local communities mentioned, raiber 
than the general public to be benetited by It. 

There ls another reason indicaiing an impor- 
tant distin tion betweenthe improvemeni of 
navigable rivers and the constraction of rail- 
roads by private corporations for public u-e, 
and which s<ems to Htustrate the principie, that, 
geperaily, the former kiad of tmorovement is 
not an a ppropriate object for local taxation. 

Unitke railways and other mereiy artificial 
means of travel an@ transportation created by 
private enterprise, navigable rivers belong to 
the people in general as public highways, and 
must con'inue to be so, however improved; and 
“being subservient to commerce, have, by the 
well-settied docrines of the Eagilsa common 
law, been con-idered as things of common 
right.”’ (Angell on Water Courses, 201.) Being 
the property of the State, for the use of ali her 
citizens, why should ers for the purpose of !m- 
profing them, be made the objects of. dis¢rimin- 
ailing or anequal assessments, on account of 
mere Mmncidental benefits resulting from proximi- 
ty tothem, any more than the public bulldings 
and other property of the State, which may, un- 
der pecullar circumstances, be more beneficial 
to some classes of the people than te other:? 

The additions and improvements now being 
made by the State to her capital bulldings, rea- 
dering the city of Frankfort more atiractive,and 
furni-bing an increased assurance of the con- 
tinuance Of he seat of government in it, and thus 
operaiing to enhance the value of the peonersy 
of its cliizens,is no doubt of much benefit 
them; put surely this iscidental local Seacat 
coula constitute po sufficient ground for impo:3- 
ing on them, asa local community, any part of 
the cost of these public buildings. 

Whetoer or not the Legislature may constitu- 
tlovally provide by general taxation for the tm- 
provemeat of the Kentucky river, orany other 
navigabie river of the State, is an ulterior que;- 
tion—on which we have not intended to express 
any cpinion in this case; nor would we oe un- 
derstood as deciding that the advuntages of 
slack-w ater navigation toa local commualiy may 
not, uncer any circumstances, be such as to make 
them proper objects for municipal t:xation, es- 


pecially if the tax be Imposed by the vote of the | 


people taxed. 

It bas been argued, notwlitosianding the gen- 
eral interest of the State In the improvement 
of the Kentucky river, that the proposed im- 
provements would especially promote the inter- 
ests of the people of the adjacent counties by in- 
creasing the value of their lands,and furnishing 
facilities for trade and lucrative employment, 
but that may be equaliy true with reference to 
many manufacturing establishments 
owned by corporations or individuals, whica in- 
cidentally enhance the value of contiguous prop- 
erty, and affordemployment for some persons 
andaconvenlent market for others. And as in 
either case it is obvious that only certain classes 
of persons in acommuaolty can be materially 
benefli:ed, it logically results that, to fos:er 
eliher enterprise by local taxation, would ia- 
volve tse appropriation of private property to 
public use withoutjust compensation; or what is 
woree, ‘aking the property 0. one ciass cf peo- 
pleand «iving it to another. 

Whi.e we recognize the accisions of this ps 
to which we bave referred, a8 authorita ivcly ¢ 
tling the questions tbey Involve with refere nee wo 

railroads ag onjects to be attainea ov the aid of 
municipal taxation, we do not fel authoriz-d to 
regaid them as precedeats for sustaining by that 
meatsany general system of in'eraal improve- 
ment; and if the question of power, with refer- 
ence to railroad corporations, were altogether 43 
new one we migbt, upon very bigh authority, 
“entertain great doubts and serious hesitation: 
in reward to the practice coming appropriately 
within the range of municipal wers and du- 
ties,” (Redfield on Railways, ), 

There Is yet another aspect of this case, which 
presents a grave if not au insurmountable cause 
of objection to the validity of the taxing power 
sought to be enforced. The act of Incorporation 
does not stop with providing for local assess- 
ments for extending slack-water navigation 
along the borders of the counties to be ected 
by bullding the additional locks and dams con- 
templated; but it yoes further, and operates, in 
effec', to Impose on the people of those counties 
contributive responsibility to the State for an an- 
nual rent of $2,500 a year, for the public works 
already constructed aud in h 


ground of its loca] benefitsto the extent of the 
proposed additional work-, itis dificult to dis- 
cover aby maintainable ground for coercing the 
local communities concernea to become parties 
to this legislative contract between the corpora- 
tionand the State. To admit the power of a 
County Court or other municipal anthority, with 
or without legislative sanction, tO assess private 
property in ald of any scheme or enterprise, to- 
stituted by a private corporation or any individ- 
ual, not the subject of pecullar local interest to 
the people to be burdened, would involve the 
surrender of the principles, that the right of 
property is before and even higher than even 
any copstitational sancion. and thain» civil 
government Is entitled, tn ordinary cases, and 
as a gen: rai rule, to regulate the use of property 
in the hands of its owners. 

If the facilities for navigating the Kentucky 
river, already provided by the Commonwealth at 
great public expense, are of local venefit to the 
people of Garrard county, we do not see how any 

‘Cullar local interest of that community woul! 

e promoted by transferring the management of 
the public werks from the § ate to a private cor- 
poration. Therefore, considering the contract 
with the State as disconaec ed from the addi- 
tional tmprovement of the navigation of the 
river ,the imposition ef a share of its responsi- 
bilities and riska on the people of Garrard coun- 
ty, Dy compelling them to take stock In the com- 
pany, could not be sustained,

astop to it by enacting a new law, or Boutwell 
by the construction of some Old statute, Be this 
as it may, the people ate likely to get a glimp.e 
at rome things which Will enable them to form 
fair conclusions as to the operations of revenue 
officers generally. In this connection the New 
York Journal of Commerce, of the 16:h, saya: 

We ere very glad to see the movement inau- 
gurated by Senator Fenion to lay before the 
ttc the f. ets concerning the alleged violators of 
the revenue laws in this city, and the compro- 
mises mede with theaccused parties. The latter 
are arranged on the paymeat of asum of money, 
divideo among the officials and informers, who 
ehare vith the publie Treasury. The whole 
thing |: a pubite seandal. We do not mean by 
this (Lat the Collec‘our or his superior, the secre- 
tary (f the Treasury, who arraage the settie- 
ment, ake apy money they should not take, or 
are necessarily Involved in any corrupt bargain; 
but we mean that this method of treating the 
suppored delinquents is demoralizing aad ought 
to be s opped at once. We have known cases 
where Innocent patie, whose vooks aed papers 
have been seized on susplcioa, have paid con- 
siderable sums to be released and (0 Freep ihe ac- 
cu-ation from the public - ar, because they shrank 
from ‘he damege it would dothem. This sub- 
mis. ion to what is either a black-mailing opera- 
tion Or an ubpionnded suspicion on the part of 
the revenue officers is cowardly, and it ought 
to be stopped by prohibiting all private settle- 
meuts Of such cases. In o:her instances the story 
has a sharper moral, It 1s sald that a certain firm 
whose beoks show a co'lusion with dishonst rev- 
enue Officers, by which the Treasury wa: defraud- 
eda of nearly a quarter of a million dollars, were 
allowed to “arrange” the affair for a much lees 
sain, Lhus pockeiing a premium on their dishon- 
esty. In another case a large house is said to 
bave paid $120,000 to compromise a claim for five 

years’ reiurn of usader weights upon coffee, In 
these settiements it Is not so much the money that 
is lost to the revenue, as toe whiiewasbiog pro- 
cers applied to the delinquents. agalost which we 
protect.

Na:tyiiie lines of railroad is now so nearly 
finished that a description of the progress and of 
the work as done will be of espccia! tnterest to our 
.eadere. the work on the grade bar, owing to 
the vi ry favorable weather of the fell, been very 
‘rapid, the grading being, with one exception, 
over a contested lot, ready for the laying of the 
rail®, This latter work will be com proba- 
bly within the next two weeks. This track, how- 
ever, ls but a temporary one, used only for con- 
struction, and the connection can gointo active 
operation immediately only by special permis- 
sien of the City Council. It will be remembered 
that it Was made imperative by the Conncil, tno 
granting the right of way, tbat the gauge should 
be changed, thus creating the recessity of break- 
icg bulk at this point. This has not been done 
as yeton the Sbort-Live road, and the rack, as 
purported along the connection, is that uved by 


- both the Nashville and short-Line roada. 


The line starts from the shops of the Short-line, 
at ove the bead of Jefferson -treet. and thence to 
Broadway, run2ring thus far almost paralie! with 
the course of Beargress creek. At this terminus 
it Is Intended that the tran«fer of freight shall be 
effected. The company has already put up the 
framework of a large tiansfer depot, situated 
retber to the east of the crossing of the connec- 
tion and the Short-line track, and has runa switch 
te its pletform. The building when completed 
will be very capectou®, ts dimensions being about 
300 by 40 feet. 
over Beargress, Dear tbe bead of Broadway and 
on the Newburg road, it is about 2,000 feet. Near 
the bridge across the Bardstown pike a very fine 
plece of trestie Work over Besrgrass creek bas 
been just completed, with an average height of 
filteen fect, and *ome one hundred yards in 
length. The first intention was to make a fill at 
this point, and this wil! probably in time be done. 
For the present, however, this work offers a 
hancrome expedient. 

The 10ad crosses the Bardstown pike just south 
ofthe bridge, and takes its course nearly due 
seuthbeast to the Broadway crossing. Some 200 
feet before it reacbes this point, a temporars 
ueile-v ork commences, continuing unaill it 
1eaches Broadway.

The present intention ts to cross the street at its 
own level.. Should it be made @uatiy necessars 
to ciOss ibe sireet at the proper grade of the 
connection, this trestle-work and consequent 
ttte will be done away with; acut of seven feet 
will le vecessary across Broadway, and a bridge 
of eleven feet above tbe level of the street be 
rendered imperative. Ia this event,a 4)! on 
ec ca side of the bridge will be made, extending 
to Under bill street op the one sive, and probably 
to Campbell on the other. 

The 1:oad crosses Broad vay about 100 feet east 
of the Broadway bridge, and Beargrass again 
some 3U feet north of the Broadway bridge. Abou: 
a bslf wile beyond the crossing is the deepest cu 
of the route, 200 feet in length, and with an 
avelage ejth of iW feet.

rhe ine oridge of theroad cross s Boarzas 
creek a nile and @ quarter from the Snort-line 
te:rmipus. Lhe brid.e was commenced about the 
15th ultimo, end will be comp] ted within the 
week. There are two abutmeats and a span of 
thitty feet. The bridge is fitteen feet high and is 
a very solid, massive,and bandsome structure. 
The base courses are of !imestone—brought from 
the quarries on the work-Q)ouse road—measur- 
ing 26 feet by 14. The stems measure 9 by 20 
feet. The stone rabatments of the bridge 
are of the best quality, laid in courses 
« f seventeen to twenty-four taches, bedded in ce- 
ment, andthe work reficcts much credit on the 
contractor, who has spared no expense in mak- 
ing this a@ very superior jo» of its ciass of mi- 
soury. One abutment is completed and the bridge. 
as stated above, will be ready for the rails 
probably by Wedmtsday night. Berend this 
bridge is abotber heavy cutef 1,200 yards in 
length, and with an averege depth of five fe t. 
From this point the road run-, with bui few, and 
those unimportant, features, through German- 
town, crossing Shelby -treet at the old fort. 
Prreton at a point nearly two miles east of Broad- 
way. and meets the Nasbyiile road a littie over a 
mile and abalf southof the House of Refuge. 
The grading has been entirely flaished, witb the 
ove exception of the crossing of the coniested lot 
south of the Germantown bridge, and, with the 
track laid by the close of week after next, the 
road could be put into active operation by ihat 
time. It would take some time, bowever, before 
it could be weil bailasted and rendered perfectly 
safe.

Mos LAW. 


Three Men Hung at Midnight Near 
Mt. Sterling. 

Mention was made Ip this column, sone days 
sitce, of the murder ef young Tyree, near M’. 
Sterling, on the 4th inst., by WillJack Anderson, 
Ben Franklin, Jobn Franklin, Gu:. Newkirk, 
and Hudson Brapnigar, near the Poplar Tavern, 
in Montgomery county. The bedy of young 
Tyree, afier the murder, was concealed, and, 
after a search of about a week, it was fouad ina 
saw-doust pile, at Mr. Ed. Heli’s mill, near the 
place where the murder was committed. After 
the killipg the murderers lefi the county, taking 
with thém Ben Frankiin’s wiie and two children, 
and several females of low repute. The murder 
of Tsree was a cold-blooded and de'iber- 
“ately plotcd efair, avd a party was 
soon fermed to aid the cfliceis in pur- 
eult. After scourfog Montgomery county 
for several days, the pursuers got on the track of 
the murderers, and followed them through 
Powell, Bath and Magoffin, and finally caurhi up 
with them near Vanceburg, Lewis county. They 
wire commanded to surrender, which they re- 
fused todo. A thaip fight ensued, whea Ben 
Franklin was killed, and the other Franklia and 
Hudson Brannigar wounded. The pursuiag party 
proved too much forthem, andthe murderers 
were compelled to surrender. They were taken 
te Mount Sterlipg on Mondsy evening last and 
ledsed injail. Aftera PmMminery trial they 
were fully cOmmitted to await the action of the 
Cireult Court, but on Thur-day night last a large 
party of armed men went into Mount Stcritng, 
took three of the prisoners from jail and hung 
them ina woodiend neartown. We have not 
yet learned the names of the victims of this hor- 
rible scene. Bad as they were, and justly as they 
deserved hanging, the act of the mob was as 
much murder as the crime for which they suf- 
fered, and io the end may prove more injurious 
to society.

CURING CANCER. 


Man’s Jaw Taken Out and the 
Fioor of His Eyeball and Base of 
His Skuil Cauterized. 

The Toronto (Canada) Leader of a late date 
rays: “A painfal surgical operation was per- 
foimed at the general hospital in this city 
‘esterday, by Drs. Aikins, Beaumont, and 
Richardson, upon a man nam ed McC och, a 
resident of Halton, near Georgetown, 
wro was afflicted by a cancer in 
tbe mouth. It seems that about four 
mortbs ago Mr. McCulloch first observed 
symptoms of disease in the —_ and, su 
posing that the cause originated in the tee 
he bed some of them extracted. This, how- 
ever, did not remove the disease, which grad- 
usily metas e iteelf into a cancer of a vio 
lent ty eling his condition alarming, he 
decided upon coming to the hospital, an ‘en- 
ter@a that” institution under the care of Dr, 
Aikins, who, upon m an examination of 
his patient, and having a consultation of sur- 
geons, determined —, the necessity of an 
optration, in order, if possible, to save the 
man’s life by cutting out the diseased parts. 

**Before inning, however, he intimated 
tbat it was more than probable that the dis- 
ease bad reached the brain, and this was su)- 
ae found to be the case, The patient 
was placed under chloioform before the ope- 
ration, and, as it was a very difficult one, a 
large number of students and medical men 
were iu attendarce, The disease was situated 
in the left upper jaw, and had reeched to the 
back of the eye, which was protruding out- 
ward. 

*‘An incision was made in the ceater of the 

upper lip, as high as the nostril; thence 
along the opening of the nostril and up ward 
alopg the furrow, where the nose sores the 
cheek; tbenc3: along the lower eyelid to the 
cheek bove, and thence half way to the ear 
from which’ point the skin was carefully dis- 
erected down tothe corner of the mouth. The 
other soft parts were then divided, end by the 
use of the saw the bone was cut tbrough to 
the roof of the ‘moutb, where the bone jotas 
that on the opposite side. The bone be. 
tween the nose sud mouth was separated in 
the same manner, and the whole bone, em- 
bracing the upper jaw, iacluding the teeth 
and floor ef the eyeball, was then entirely re- 
moved. » 

“It was now discovered, as expected, that 
the base of the skull was extensively iavolved 
in disease. Ciustic was then applied to tue 
deep parts pot removable by the operation, 
and the skin stitched neatly back to its proper 
place. The patient lost, of course, a large 
wren | of blood, but there is every praba- 
me cf bis ultimate recovery. Tae disease 

may appear hereafter, as it is at present 
striking toward the brain. A Similar opera- 
tion was performed about nine years ago at 
the hospital, by Dr, Aikias, upon a man 
pamed Vavloovian, a resident of the county of 
Grey, sud he left the bospital three weeks 
afterward quite recovered. He returned io 
seven wecks in perfect health, but fearing a 
reappearatce of the cisease; it was found to 
be simply an abscess which had formed on the 
parts o perated or, and which disappeared ia a 
few days.’’

THE SOUTH. 


A Review of the Political Situation 
From a Confederate Leader. 


BEN HILL’S ADDRESS. 


This distinguished Georgian has recently 
published an address to the people of that 
State cn the constitutional amendments, the 
changes wrought by them, and the question 
whether they will hold as parts of the Na- 
tiona) Constitntion. We quote the material 
——_ io iaciie . 

bat are the specific changes wrought b 
these amendments? . 

The first changes I notice are, perhaps, the 
only ones which the popular mind seems to 
be aware of as accomplished at all. The 
amendments, in the order named, establish, 
with a qualification, the freedom, civil and 
political equality of the race:—aJl races ond 
colo: 

The only badge of bondage remaining in 
America is the disqualification alluded to— 
beg the disabilities imposed by the Four- 
teenth amendment upon a portion of the 
white racein the Southern States. 

But, in truth, these changes in tne relative 
status of the different races are the most sig- 
nificant effects io these amendments, Not 
oa has the civil and political status of the 

1egro race been changed, but what is inex- 
pressibly far more the jurisdiction over the 
civil and politica: status of all the races 1n all 
the States will be held to have been trans- 
ferred by these amendments from the States 
severally to the general Government. This 
effecta a great change in the character of the 
general ee es increasing the 
pational apd as greatly lessenlug its 
Federal features. ose language cannot 
exprees ideas more intensely national than are 
the ideas covered by the words “jurisdiction 
over the civil aud political statas of the citi- 
zens.’’ These powers being conferred, it will 
be difficult to say what power not been 
conferred. While State governments may re- 
main as convenient ators of limited local 
interests, it well be held that, under these 
smendments to the now National Constitu- 
tion, the General Government has acquired 
revisory ge over the entire State 
government, and over all 6 Leg- 
islative, Executive and Jadicial departm:nts 
of the State governments. 

In view of the thorough changes thus 
¥rought by these amendments in the whole 
character of the general and State govern- 
ments, the next question becomes of exceed- 
ing great imporacce. Have these amend- 
menta become in fact fixed parts of the Na- 
tional C. nstitution, and will they be eo hela? 

After giving this subject not only a careful, 
but most anxious consideration, I have been 
driven to the conclusion that these three 
amendments are in fact, and will be held in 
haw, fixed sof the Constitution, as bind- 
ing upon the States and people as the origia- 
al evviaions of tha: instrument. 

e legal ratification of the thirteenth 
vmendment is conceded by all. It must be 
aiso conceded—is conceded—thbat the ratifi- 
cations of the fourteenth and fifteenth amend- 
ments baye been proclaimed. By whom? I 
answer by the pulitical departments of tho 
General Government having the jurisdiction 
£0 to proelaim, 

But it is said the ratifications were not free 
or real, but foreed and usurpatory, and that | 
therefore the Supreme Court will declare the 
proclamation of such ratifications to be null 
and void. [ reply, the Supreme Court has 
(nly judicial power, and the power in question 
i- political and not judicial. Again, this judi- 
clal power of the Supreme Court is itself lim- 
ited to cases amsing in the construction of 
the Constitution after it 1s made, and not the 
making itself. ‘Ihe political power makes 
(he Constitution and the judicial power con- 
sirues it. The political power’ poy 
claimed these amendments to be part o 
Constitution, the judicial power can bave no 
jurisdiction to re view or reverse that procla- 
mation, but can only decide what the amend- 
ments 80 proclaimed mean. The facts neces- 
sary to ratification, as recited by the eens 
; ower, must be accepted as true by the Judi 

ciary, and cannot be ever judicially qaestioned; 
tor the judicial is no part of the amending 
power. There isa vast difference in this re- 
spect between the making of the Constitution 

and the parsage of laws ucder it after made. 

But, 1 am asked, can usurpation become 
laws; binding a peoplesaud courts? I[ reply, 
yes, easily, verily and often. As efforts the 
108s patrietic failing, became rebellious, so 
usurpation the most glaring succeeding, ’be- 

comes law. A majority of human govern- 
ments have po origin save in usurpations. 
I. deed, successful usurpaiion is the strongest 
. xpression of byte and luw itself, in its last 
ivalysis, is oply power.

he had been atoning in some measure for a 
life of robbery and horse-thieving,the two ex- 
pressed themseives as sure of a happy home 
veyond the skies.

Thes Jes of the 
latter were lovg and violeat; aloud moaning 
eound issued from tbe lips, and gave token of 
the strong vitality ofthe man. Deacon died 
the more easy of the two, a t 
suffer but lituie. His pulse ceased to beat at 
the «xpiration of ten minates; but with Mann 
it was thirteen minutes and some secands be- 
fore it stopped. ‘Thus was vinaicated the 
majesty of the law.
